He 
explained regarding a special area 
which is being watched by rangers 
and trappers just- north; of. the 
settled districts, ‘and “said that 
since March 1, 182° ceyotes- and 
wolves have been taken. This dc- 
partment is chiéfly cancerned in 
keeping rabies Gut of settled ‘Ais- 
tricts. 

Mr. S»’ Lore, District Agricul- 
turist, explained how his depart- 
ment meant to control rabies in 
settled areas. He gave a fine ex- 
planation on bounty and coyote- 
getting guns, Dr, Lore./also ex 
plained the reason why we should 
keep all dogs under control. He 
also stated that dogs in this area 
are not allowed to run at large. 

Mr. Zozirsky explained the op- 
eration of the ecoyote-geiters gun, 
and instructed farmers: how to 
operate these getters,

Watch That Tractor 


| Sporting event of the season for British people. 


The farm tractor is a killer! Without 
doubt the most dangerous item on the farm 
is the tractor. Practically every week some- 
one in Alberta is crushed beneath the wheels, 
pinned under the upturned frame or wound 
around a pulley or shaft of this streamlined | 
giant. In most cases the cause of the acci- 
dent is carelessness — a lack of appreciation 
of the tremendous power that can wreak 
havoc as easily as it performs miracles. 

Ten simple steps to greater life expec- 
tancy for the tractor driver are offered here 
by C. A. Cheshire, Extension Agricultural 
Engineer, Alberta Department of Agricul- | 
ture. If applied, they will go far towards 
reducing tractor accidents. 

1. Don’t let children drive a tractor. A 
child too young to handle a twelve horse 
team shouldn’t be asked, or allowed to 
handle a twenty or thirty horse outfit 
that doesn’t even have horse sense. 

2.. Don’t allow riders on the tractor. There 
is only room for one person on the seat. 


No one else should be riding on the 
machine. H 
3. Don’t hitch a tractor too high — the 


point of pull should always be below the 
back axle. On hilly or uneven land it must 
be lower than on flat, level land. 

4. Don’t wear ties, or loose or ragged cloth- 
ing around a tractor. 

5. Don’t try to operate clutches from the 
ground. 

6. Apply and lock wheel brakes, and leave 
the tractor stopped and in gear if you 
have to stop on a grade. i 

7. Keep. away from soft ditch banks and 
road shoulders. 


8. Stop the engine when refueling the 
tractor. 
9. Never drive a tractor when weary. Re- 


lax, or even take a nap for a few minutes 
if you start to feel drowsy. 

10. Slow down. The combination. of road 
gear and steering brakes acts too fast for 
human reflexes.

The Wild Horse Roundup

For centuries the fox hunt has been the big 


Songs, picures and stories have given everyone a 


knowledge of what it. involved in the way of 
preparation and skilful horsemanship. Although 


not so’ colorful, the wild horse roundup calls for 
even more hard riding and endurance. 


Bands of non-tended horses are found -in the 
remote hills of Southern Alberta and the Northern 
States.. They are as wild as deer, and because they 
consume much valuable grass, the stockmen from 
time to time make an attempt to get rid of them. 
They do this by rounding them up, selling any of 
them if they can and shipping the remainder to a 
fox-meat factory at $3.00 per head. 

These untamed animals are swift and wily. 
When pursued, they will circle and_ hide. They 
break up into two or more herds and run in differ- 
ent directions, In a rough country, the riders may 
not see the outlaws for long intervals. They will 
only hear he thuds and clicks of the hooves on the 
stones. They must follow the hoof marks through 
bad lands and, at times, a strip of riley water in a 


clear running. srteam alone indicates their 
ness.

On the day of the drive, riders will go around 


the area of the feeding grounds and, at sunrise, | 


take positions on the crest of a high hill. At a 


signal. they will start downward through the thick | 


scrub where there are rocks. and fallen trees but 
no trails. They will have difficulty in locating the 


wild herd but if they persist they will come upon | 
the leader of the band. There will be no mistaking | 


him for a domestic horse. His mane will be long, 
falling over his face and down to his knees. He 
will be standing with head erect sniffing the breeze 
and will make a magnificent picture. This stallion 
will give a signal and then dash through the bush, 
followed by the mares and colts. If an open space 
is found, the leader will run along with his head 
down like a hound dog following a scent. 

The chase will continue over creek 
down hills and over open spaces at a killing pace 
for the riders.
